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Beulah Smashes Brownsville 


NEWSROOM NOTES — The 
urbanization of the United States 
continues at a rapid pace, ac­ 
cording to statisticians of an in­ 
surance company. They report 
that the number of residents in 
the standard metropolitan statis­ 
tical areas (SMSA's) increased 
from 112,8 8 5,000 in April, 1960, 
to 124,670.000 in July, 1965. This 
was a rise of 10.4 per cent — 
two and a half times that for 
nonmetropolitan areas — and it 
accounted for 80 per cent of the 
nation's total population growth. 


An SMSA comprises at least 
one central city of no less than 
50.000 persons together with the 
county or counties that are eco­ 
nomically and otherwise orient­ 
ed to the central city. 
Recent 
experience 
in 
the 
SMSA's v aried considerably ac­ 
cording to their size and loca­ 
tion. Those with ov er a million 
population in 1960 gained 8 .4 per 
cent; those with 500,000 to a mil­ 
lion grew 11.1 per cent, and 
those of smaller size increased 
14.9 per cent. A number of the 
larger and older SMSA’s are in 
the 
north, 
where 
population 
growth in both the smaller and 
larger communities has lagged 
behind the national av erage. In 
New York , the leading SMSA, 
the population increased from 
10.695.000 in April, 1690, to 11,- 
348 .000 in July, 1965, or by only 
6.1 per cent. Lik ewise, the Chi­ 
cago SMSA rise was only 6.7 
per cent. 
In the west, the SMSA’s with 
ov er a million population experi­ 
enced gains of about 14 per cent, 
whereas 
in 
the 
metropolitan 
areas of more moderate size, 
the increases av eraged about 21 
per cent. In California, the rise 
exceeded 27 per cent in the San 
Bernardino area and was as 
much as 38 per cent in and 
around San Jose. 
In the south, unlik e the west, 
the largest SMSA's recorded the 
most rapid growth. In fact, ex­ 
cept for Baltimore, the other 
four 
southern 
metropolitan 
areas with ov er a million pop­ 
ulation in April 1960 (Atlanta, 
Dallas, Houston and Washing­ 
ton, D. C.) increased by 20 per 
cent. On the other hand, none 
of the moderate-sized southern 
SMSA’s grew by as much as 15 
per cent. 
Statisticians expect population 
increases in the years immedi­ 
ately ahead to fall below those 
of the past two decades. But the 
relativ ely faster growth of the 
metropolitan areas will probably 
continue. The total population of 
the SMSA’s as constituted in 
1960 is anticipated to increase 
from 124.7 million in 1965 to 
147.3 
million 
by 
1975. 
This 
means that 90 per cent of our 
population growth is lik ely to 
occur 
in 
metropolitan 
areas, 
with the result that the propor­ 
tion of the country’s total resi­ 
dents in SMSA's will increase 
from 64.3 per cent in 1965 to 
67.4 per cent in 1975.

So intense has the Communist 
shelling of Con Thien and Gia 
Linh been that U.S. planes in 
the v icinity were ev acuated to 
rear areas. 


In the air action ov er the 
north the F105 Thunderchiefs 
and MIGs flew as close as 100 
feet from each other in one of 
the rare Communist attempts to 
driv e off the American planes.
